A confidential source, who has furnished reliable' 
information in the past, advised on May 20, 1965, that he learned 
that during a stay of Martin Luther King, Jr. at the Americana 
Hotel, New York, New York, on May 20, 19o5> there was a bomb 
threat received by a hotel switchboard operator. The source said 
the switchboard operator received the call at 1:15 p.m., from an 
anonymous caller, who said there was a bomb planted in the hotel. 
However, the caller did not say the bomb was intended for any 
specific individual. 

The source advised that King's reason for being a guast 
at the hotel was to address a gathering of the American Jewish 
Committee at 8:00 p.m. that night in the hotel ballroom. 

According to the information from the source, King was 
to have met Vice-President Hubert Humphrey in the hotel shortly 
before 8:00 p.m. and they entered the ballroom together. Humphrey, 
the source said, was a speaker at the affair, but was a guest at 
another New York City hotel. 

The source said he had learned that the New York City 
Police and the United States Secret Service were notified by the 
hotel shortly after the telephone call was received.

( KING. He said the Director Was not behaving like a 
responsible civil servant should and he believed it was 
time for Mi". Hoover’s retirement. Subject then went on 
to protest U.S. intervention in the Congo. He commented 
that if the FBI was still receiving copies of letters 
like his, he was sure he would get a black mark against 
his name. He stated he was aware that several of his 
previous letters to the President were known to Navy 
Intelligence when he waB interviewed by the Navy several 
years ago. A copy of subject’s letter is enclosed. 
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In view of subject's activities in London and the 
comments made in his letter, it is recommended that Bureau 
files End the files of the Ne^? York Office be checked for 
information concerning him and that London be advised.U

Enclosed is a leaflet distributed by the ’’Alert Americans 
Association. " (Box 1222, L. A. 53) which reveals in the group picture 
taken in the Labor Day weekend of 1957, showing Dr. Martin Luther 
King. 
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According to this leaflet, it charged that this group 
’’The Highlander Folk School” was a subversive organization and was 
abolished by an act of the Legislature of the State of Tennessee. 
Furthermore, it said that ”Mr. Karl Prussion, a counterspy for F. B. I. 
for twenty-two years, charges that Martin Luther King belongs to 
sixty Communist Front organization— 

Will you please let me know, if the above charges are 
correct? Are there any evidences which may prove that Dr. King did 
or now belong to any Communist front organization? Will )jl e kept 
confidential if you say so. 

It seems to me that there is a need of clarification to 
clear the climate of public opinion media. 

Distribution of this leaflet and the reprints of this 
information and this group picture seems to give the public the 
impression that Dr. Martin Luther King is or was a member of 
"The Highlander Folk School” in 1957. 

Unless a responsible U. S. government agency like 
F. B. I. clearify this, there will be more and more Americans who 
may accept this as a fact and an evidence.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable ' 
information in the past, advised on May 19, 1965, that on 
that date, Clarence Jones and an individual Whom the source 
did not know discussed the rally to be held by SANE (Committee 
for a Sane Nuclear Policy), in Madison Square Garden, New 
York City, in June, 1965. Jones remarked that "his” (believed 
to be Martin Luther King) only consideration was that he wanted 
to determine whether this was the most effective way in 
which "he" should participate in the legitimate concern and 
protest about the Government's policy in Viet Nam. Jones 
continued that "he" had given some thought aboutgettlng people 
in the Inter- Faith Church Movement such as Blshdp P ike from 
Ca lif ornia and Eugene C ar^on / JO. ake. and people in the ehurch 
movement active In civil rights movement, to initiate their 
own kind of activity either independently or in conjunction 
MKJ with activities such as the SANE Madison Square Garden rally, 
Jones added that "he" wanted to feel out the people in the 
church movement about this before he committed himself to speak 
at the Garden, that "he" felt It would be a more natural form 
of his participation if he brought the elements of the Inter-

The man who was unknown to the source stated that 
he did not know if (Martin Luther) King knew it or not but 
there is a large clergy movement In the peace movement. This 
person added that the x'eason he contacted Jones is that they 
had heard that King had turned down being at the rally because 
he was concerned about hurting the voting rights bill and 
because it was politically unwise. Jones wondered where this 
Idea originated and was told that it Is the feeling within 
SANE Itself .J 

The unknown person also stated that they had heard 
that King had been invited to speak at another Madison Square 
Garden function earlier the same week which concerned anti- 
Semitism in the Soviet Union. Jones said he could not Imagine 
King speaking at that function. According to Jones 1 contact, 
this is the reason he could not attend the SANE rally because 
if he went to one he would have to attend the others. (J 

The unknown individual also remarked that if King 
would attend, the rally would attract twice as many people and 
assume national and international importance. He also stated 
that the Women’s Strike for Peace was trying to get to King 
one way or another, that the Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) people had been at some of the meetings, and 
several people from the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) had 
been involved. He continued that they felt it would be a 
desirable thing to, have a , 'wedding ,, of the civil rights and 
peace movements. (J 

Jones stated that he personally felt that King 
would not participate in the rally unless other distinguished 
members of the clergy were there. Jones was told that this 
would be easy to arrange because they are involved with the 
clergy at the present time.j/

Later, according to the source, Jones was in contact 
with an individual who stated that Dr. Belsky had talked to 
him and would not pas3 any opportunity to get Dr. King to 
participate with them. This person described himself as having 
worked with Martin (Luther King) and as the former State 
Chairman of the Americans for Democratic Action in New York. He 
said that he thought he had exhausted all possibilities 
(to get King to participate) but is willing to reopen it. 

This person said he had been discussing this principally with 
Bayard Rustin and Harry Wachtel. \_f 

Jones commented that he told Dr. Belsky that Dr. King 
discussed it with him and had tried to arrive at a conclusion a 
week ago. He said King may already have arrived at a decision 
which he is not aware of. (j
